WILLIAM GEORGE, the son of William & Lucia (Stephens) 
George, was born 19 Jul 1756 Lancaster Co. VA [2]. He died 
1 April 1847 Lincoln Co. TN [2]. William married ca 1791 
Nova Scotia: AFRICA ROGERS, the daughter of Joseph & Ferreby 
(Alexander) Rogers. Africa was born between 1760-70 NC [1] 
and died between 1830-32 NC PLiteZ 1s 


Ferreby Alexander is daughter of John & Margaret 
Elizabeth (Alden) Alexander CAPs 


There are some sources who believe that Africa was his 
second wife, that he married Flora McKean 28 Jul 1783 in 
Fredericksburg, Spotsylvania Co. VA and that Flora and her 
child died in childbirth. [3] 


According to the Census Records, William George was in 
Nova Scotia in 1790 and 1800 [1]. In 1810 we find him in 
Mecklenburg Co. NC with a wife and eight children [la]. He 
was in Iredell NC for the 1820 Census [1b] and remained there 
through the 1830 Census [lc]. By 1840 [1d] William George 
was now being designated as "Sr." and was residing in Lincoln 
Co. TN where he remained the rest of his life. 


Africa died between 1830 and 1832. She is Listed on the 
1830 NC Census, but apparently died before William went to 
Lincoln Co. TN. ' 


In 1778, William entered the Service as a Private in the 
8th Regiment of Virginia State Troops serving under George 
Washington at Valley Forge and Manmouth [2] for which he 
later received a pension. 


Following the end of the Revolutionary War in 1784, 
William boarded the Transport ARGO in San Augustine, along 
with his future wife, Africa, and her parents for Nova 
Scotia [4]{12]. Land grants were awarded Loyalists who came 
to Nova Scotia and William George was among those receiving 
land {15}, William George and his future father-in-law, 
Joseph Rogers were awarded land grants next to each other as 
Loyalists in 1785 [6]. 


Between 1789 & 1791 Joseph Rogers gave to his "son-in- 
law" William George 100 acres of land in the Gutt of Canso 
where William is listed as a resident. The date of William's 
& Africa’s marriage has been set as 1791 for their first 
child, David was born in 1792 & baptized 1804 Christ Church 
Anglican, Guysborough [8]. 


William and Africa were to have six more children born 
in Nova Scotia which included: William, Farriby, Joseph, 
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[Continued William & Africa (ROGERS) GEORGE] 


Mary, Thomas, Needham. 


By 1806 William and Africa sell their land in Nova 
Scotia to her father [7]. This is probably the time they 
were preparing for the return trip to America. 


In 1808/1809 William, along with his family came back to 
the United States settling in North Carolina [2] where their 
last three children, Mahala, Eli & John, were born. 


By 1830 William was designated as "Sr." on the census 
records and by this time the only children at home were John, 
Eli, Mary & Mahala. According to various records, including 
census, wills, etc., all their children migrated with 
William, after their mother died, to Lincoln and Giles Co. 
TN before 1832 [2]. 


At age 76, William George applied for a pension for his 
service in the Revolutionary War which was approved. He 
received a pension from 1831 until his death in 1847 [2]. 


William and Africa raised a credible family of ten 
children who were substantial citizens and assets to their 
communities.

Mrs. Sarah E. BREWER, aunt of Mrs. C.A. DIEMER, died in Nashville 
Saturday last aged 83 years. 


She was a native of this place, and inherited a good estate. Her 
husband died soon after marriage leaving her in poor health and her 
possessions soon disappeared. She went to Cuba in the capacity of 
governess. While there she opened a boarding house and prospered, 
after a time she was proprietor of the leading hotel in Havana and 
accumulated a fortune. 


She made guests of all Confederates who sought that city for some 
years after the war. She made a home for Jefferson DAVIS and 
family, Gen. E. Kirby SMITH, Gov. Isham G. HARRIS and many other 
eminent Southerners until their return to the United States. 


Mrs. BREWER was a zealous member of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church, and gave thousands to the maintenance of churches at 
various places.

Mr. LANDESS got some 
of the timber from which he carved a spoon and fork which he sent 
to J.J. STONE at Elk Horn, W. Va. A few days ago Mrs. STONE gave 
the spoon and fork to Mr. LANDESS’ widow, Mrs. Myrtle PROSSER 
LANDESS."

JOHN GRIMES (Widow, Nancy) Pension Record: W931 
PERSONAL DATA as given by Nancy GRIMES on October 23, 1833 
Nancy was living in Lincoln co., TN on Oct. 23, 1833. She was 
74 years and 8 mos., being born on Feb. 5, 1760 in Winchester, 
VA. There is proof of her age in the possession of a man in 
Rutherford co., TN. and she was the widow of John GRIMES. 
John GRIMES was born on Apr. 14, 1760 in Darlington Dist. sc, 
as told by her husband and his mother. He died Oct. 13, 1832 


MILITARY SERVICE OF JOHN GRIMES 
John GRIMES was living in Montgomery co., VA when he first 
volunteered as a substitute, a few weeks before the battle of 
King’s Mt. Capt. FRANCIS commanded the company under Col. 
SHELBY or SEVIER. She thinks while on his way to King’s Mt., 
he arrived at the Lead Mines on New River, VA and met a 
company of regulars with Capt. QUIRK and enlisted for three 
years or for the duration of the war. The troops were put 
under Gen. CLARK and they were marched to different places on 
the Ohio R. having many skirmishes with the Indians. He 
actually served for 18 mos. He returned from the service on 
the Ohio in Feb. 1782. Her husband got his discharge from 
QUIRK, and she thinks QUIRK was promoted to Major. A Mr. 
SAWYERS, a member of the VA legislature was given his 
discharge for the purpose of obtaining his pay for his 
services. His discharge was lost and he did not receive pay. 


PLACES OF RESIDENCE 
They moved to SC for seventeen years after the war, moved to 
Davidson co., TN, then to Maury co., TN, then to Lincoln COw 5 
TN where she has lived almost 5 years. 


AFFIDAVIT OF MARY SAGE 
June 7, 1839 Marshall co., MS: Mary SAGE declares she was 
acquainted with John GRIMES, late of Rutherford co., TN, and 
his wife Nancy GRIMES. She recollects well the time when they 
left her father’s house with respectable company to get 
married and their returning on the same day. This was in 
Montgomery co., VA, in Feb. 1783. The deponent removed from 
Virginia to Kentucky in 1785 and them moved about 1800 to TN; 
then she removed to MS. 


AFFIDAVIT OF NANCY GRIMES - Aug. 5, 1839 Rutherford co., TN 
Nancy GRIMES of said county, aged nearly 80 years declares she 
is the widow of John GRIMES. She was married 27 Feb. 1783 in 
Montgomery co., VA and her husband died Oct. 30, 1832.

Francis C. NASH, aged ca 58, declares he has been acquainted 
with John and Nancy GRIMES for 38 or 40 yrs. John GRIMES died 
about 6 or 7 years since. They have 5 children living, 
Abigail MOORE, William GRIMES, Anna MOORE, Polly MOORE and 
Agatha ACUFF. The eldest James GRIMES is dead. The deponent 
first saw him about 1801.

John GRIMES, dec’d of LCT, private in the company of Capt.

Certificate 25106 was issued 
Nov. 23, 1833. 


Nancy GRIMES of Rutherford co., TN, widow of John GRIMES, who 
died Oct. 13, 1832, private in the company of Capt. FRANCIS in 
the Reg’t of Col SHELBY in the VA line for 18 mos., was placed 
on the Nashville, TN pension roll at $60 per annum.

The record of birth was in his father’s 
family Bible and was accidentally burned several years ago. 


MILITARY RECORD: 
He volunteered under Capt. James LYONS in the militia in Henry 
co. VA and marched to Fort Chissell and then to Long Island on 
the Holston R. After 2 weeks he marched to the Cherokee 
Nation and was at several little towns. They then returned 
home. He served 4 1/2 mos. In 1777 or 1778 he enrolled again 
in Capt. Titus SHELTON’S Company and marched from Henry Co. 
VA to New R. in pursuit of Tories. They marched up and down 
in NC and then marched toward home in Henry co. in pursuit 
of Tories. He served 2 mos. In the summer of 1779 he 
volunteered in Capt. Tyfus SHELTON’S Company and marched from 
Henry Co, to Dan R. in Henry co., and down to NC up the Adkin 
R. to its head, and then back home. He served 2 mos. 


PLACES OF RESIDENCE: 
After the war he moved from Henry co., VA to Adkin R. in Surry 
co., NC and then to Holston R. in TN. After 2 yrs. he moved 
to Knox co., TN for 4 or 5 yrs., then to Rutherford co., TN 
for 5 or 6 yrs, then to LCT for 6 or 7 yrs., then to Jackson 
co., AL for 3 yrs, then back to Rutherford co., TN for 7 or 8 
yrs., back to Jackson co., AL for 2 yrs. and then again to 
Rutherford co., TN where he now resides. 
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AFFIDAVIT OF RICHARD KEEL - Nov. 13, 1834 Rutherford co., TN 
Declares that William ARNOLD served a tour with him under Capt 
LIONS in the Cherokee Nation in 1776, 


PENSION: 
Pension rejected because he did not serve 6 mos. 


ERASMUS CHAPMAN —- R1867 
PERSONAL DATA: 


Erasmus CHAPMAN applied for a pension Nov. 6, 1832 in Howard 
co., MO. He states he was born in Spotsylvania co., VA in 
Oct 1759 (record was in his father’s family Bible.) 


MILITARY SERVICER: 
He entered service in his county of nativity as a substitute 
for Thomas COLEMAN, who had been drafted for 3 mos. and served 
under Capt. John TANKESLEY. Edward STEVENS commanded the 
brigade and MERIWETHER the reg’t. He believes it was in 
the latter part of the summer of 1781. He commenced the march 
from Peter STUBBLEFIELD’S in sd. county (the place of 
rendezvous) and proceeded toward Little York until they - 
reached Williamsburg where they joined Gen. WASHINGTON’S main 
army who had camped about 2 miles below the town at a place 
where a former Gov. under the British government had thrown up 
breast works, the remains of which were Plain to be seen. At 
this camp they stayed some time. He frequently stood sentry 
at the Stone Bridge over a creek that emptied into York R. not 
far distant. While on duty one night a boat Sailed or was 
rowed up the creek to the bridge. He hailed it and detained 
the the boat until a file of men and an officer from the camp 
came. The boat proved to be a British one and came with a 
flag bearing an American colonel who had been taken prisoner 
by them and was dangerously wounded, He thinks the colonel’s 
name was SCAMEL or CAMPBELL. He was immediately sent to the 
doctors at Williamsburg in a litter. The British boat was 
suffered to return. Shortly after this the whole American 
army marched to Little York and encamped around the town on 
the land side. On the water side it was blocked up by the 
French fleet. They commenced to throw up breast works about a 
mile from the buildings and continued the work for many nights 
and days, advancing each succeeding night a little nearer the 
enemy. All this time the British were continually firing 
their cannon whenever they could see where they were. A flag 
arrived at Gen WASHINGTON’S marker from the British commander, 
CORNWALLIS, with a proposition to Surrender his army prisoners 
of war. The terms not being agreed to, as soon as the flag 
returned Gen. KNOX ordered the officers of the artillery to 
open fire on the British works, At this instant CHAPMAN was 
below the cannon in a ditch in advance a little of the 
platform on which the cannon Played. The shock of the 
explosion over his head was so powerful that in an instant he 
was deprived of his hearing and it has continued So ever 
Since. He was sent to the hospital but did not stay there 
long and returned to his station, being more willing to 
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endure the malady than be deprived of his brother companions 
in arms. For some time after this he could hear a little but 
as he got older his hearing grew worse and for several years 
past he has scarcely been able to hear the loudest thunder. 

He continued to do duty, throwing up banks, standing on the 
water tower and performing all the usual duties of a soldier 
until the surrender of the enemy. When the British marched 
out to stack their arms he was in one of the columns. The 
regulars formed one column and the militia the other, between 
which the prisoners of war marched out of town and grounded 
their arms at the head of the columns and returned into the 
town and after a few days were marched out again and guarded 
to the upper part of the state. He assisted in guarding them 
until they reached the falls of the Rappahannock when his time 
expired and he was discharged. It was signed by Capt. 
TANKESLEY. The discharge he put in his pocket book which was 
afterward burned with other papers. 


PLACES OF RESIDENCE: 
After leaving the army he returned to Spotsylvania co., and 
continued there until he removed to Culpeper, VA, where he 
lived several years. He then moved to Rowan co., NC, where he 
lived many years, then to LCT, where he lived some time. He 
lived in this state during the Creek and Seminole War. Being 
too old for an active soldier, he went along with the 
Tennessee troops on that expedition with his wagon and team as 
a transport for the provisions of the sons in the campaign, 
one a lieutenant. After his return from the army he visited 
his relations in MS, and not long afterward moved to Lincoln 
co., MO, near the town of Troy, lived there a short time and 
then moved to St. Francois co., MO, lived there 3 yrs. and 
then moved to Howard co., where he now lives, 


AFFIDAVIT - "Mar. 19, 1840 
Lewis WILLIAMS writes from Washington, D.C., that Erasmus 
CHAPMAN lived in his father’s neighborhood in NC and he has 
always heard him spoken of as a Rev. soldier. He moved to TN 
and then to MO.

Thomas EAGIN was killed by a train at the Birmingham AL station at 


which he worked. His body was sent by train to Tullahoma, TN. 
HIGGINS Brothers Funeral Home from Fayetteville, TN brought the 
body to Dellrose via horse and wagon for burial. Supposedly Thomas 


was good friends with the HIGGINS brothers, current operators of 
HIGGINS Bros. say they had a fire and all old records were burned 
and the HIGGINS Bros. had died away who might have known Thomas 
EAGIN. Therefore, no information was available about’ the 
friendship. 
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Stone Cemetery is located close to Elk River-before crossing the 
River Bridge leading to Coldwater, Kelly’s Creek, from Dellrose and 
Fayetteville. The cemetery is on farmland within an iron fence. 
Mr, D.C. SHERRELL, a prominent merchant, who founded D.C, 
SHERRELL’S department store, is also buried there along with some 
STONES, MCCOYS, GLAZES, O’NEALS, and BOWERS. 


Thomas EAGIN married Jan. 24, 1894 to Virginia Lou "Jennie" 
HARRISON. They met while Thomas worked at the D.C. SHERRELL store, 
Dellrose, TN. The marriage license listed Thos. EAGIN and Jennie 
HARRISON. They were married by James G. STEVENSON, MG, at Jennie’s 
father, J.C. HARRISON’S, parlor at Dellrose, TN. Remnants of the 
old house still stand in 1995, Jennie and Thomas left from 
Fayetteville, TN the next day by train and traveled to Sweetwater, 
Texas. 


After their wedding in 1894 Jennie and Thomas lived in 
Fayetteville, TN in a house on the corner of Union and Hedgemont 


streets just before the Fairgrounds, The house is still inhabited 
in 1995, Thomas owned/operated a Saloon on the Fayetteville 
square. My brother has a picture of the saloon front. I located 


at the Fayetteville TN Archives two separate years of business 
license for Thomas EAGIN for the years 1989 (sic) and 1900 ‘ 
Thomas worked for the railroad in Birmingham for awhile.

BENJAMIN EDMOND WARREN

Benjamin Edmond WARREN was born May 25, 1856 Knoxville, Knox co., 
TN; married 1873; died January 8, 1931 Keller, Tarrant co., TX; 
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buried Mt. Giliad Cemetery, Keller, Tarrant co., TX. His parents: 
Thomas WARREN born ca 1815 LCT & Eliza Ann BEDFORD born June 25, 
1824 LCT. 


Reference: A Diamond Jubilee - History of Tillman County 1901-1976, 
Vols 1s Published by the Tillman County Historical Society.(That 
in italics was added by Mrs. STONE. jww) 


Benjamin WARREN was a veterinarian in Keller, Texas. He and his 
wife, Lucinda Amanda BATES WARREN-Lucinda’s middle name was 
actually Armarda-had ten children: Adolphus Morton, Shelby Elija, 
Thomas Alvin, Leona Mae WARREN KELLY, Minnie Lou WARREN ZUMWALT, 
and Homer WARREN. They lost three children in childhood, and 
William Attison WARREN when he was sixteen years old. Mrs. WARREN 
died in 1900 at the age of forty-two. Family stories state she 
died either from a fall, possibly from horseback, however my mother 
says that she died from peritonitis. 


In 1901, Benjamin and his eldest son, who was married and had a 
family of his own, decided to try the new Indian Territory, since 


it was beginning to open to settlers. They packed their belongings 
on a train and moved to Duncan, Oklahoma, where they started a 
livery stable and Benjamin worked as a veterinarian again. While 


living in Duncan, he met and married Mrs. Annie SUBLETT, bringing 
her and her only child, Bonnie SUBLETT to his family. 


In 1907, when the Big Pasture was opened, he sold his livery stable 
and bid on a claim four miles east and one mile north of Frederick. 
He got the land and lived there about five years. Rosehill School 
was built on the corner of his farm, where the family also attended 
church. 


After working his land for five years, he decided to move to town 
where he went into business with his son-in-law, William KELLY, 
married to Leona Mae. They were engaged in the dray business, 
doing most of their hauling from the Frisco Depot. 


His wife Annie, had become an invalid by this time so he moved them 
to a farm where his stepdaughter and her husband were farming close 
to Grandfield. Benjamin once again resumed his veterinary career, 
making his calls in a horse and buggy. His wife died, and he moved 
to Grandfield. 


Benjamin married a third time and he and his wife ran a rooming 
house in Grandfield. The telephone exchange Office sits on the 
site now. They moved to Rosedale, Oklahoma, but later came back to 
Grandfield and bought the Cherry Hotel which is now the Chadwick 
Hotel. 


Benjamin took a trip to Washington state to visit two of his sons, 
caught pneumonia, and died after returning home. 


His oldest son, Adolphus, went back to Texas. Shelby married 
Carrie HUDSON, a school teacher in the county and they moved to 
Washington. The youngest son, Homer, went to Washington also, 
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where he married and settled. Thomas went back to Keller, Texas, 
where he married and settled. Leona Mae married William KELLY from 
Frederick, and Minnie married Palmer Joseph ZUMWALT, and she and 
her family still live in Tillman County.

L.L. FORD - Facts and Circumstances Connected With the Arkansas 
Judicial Murder. 


Fayetteville, Tenn., May 31, 1880 - Colonel D.W. HOLMAN, 

Dear Sir - We respectfully request and are very desirous that you 
furnish for publication the facts and circumstances connected with 
the case of L.L. FORD, a former citizen of this county, who was a 
few days since hung at Marion, Ark.; and we especially request that 
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you give, so far as you may be able to do so, the reasons of his 
unexpected execution on the 28th inst. 

As there is a general belief that said FORD was wholly innocent 
of the crime for which he was convicted and sentenced to death, and 
the Governor of Arkansas should have spared his life, the desire to 
know more of this matter has become intense throughout the county.

Ed. Observer ~- In answer to the request made by many of our 
citizens to furnish for publication the facts and circumstances 
connected with the L.L. FORD case, and especially to "give the 
reasons why the unexpected result was brought about," have to say 
that the "facts and circumstances" from first to last are numerous, 
and to give them fully and in minute detail would perhaps require 
more space than would be proper to give for publication in the 
newspapers. I will attempt, however, as briefly as possible to 
give them. As to "the reason why the unexpected result of his 
execution was brought about," I am at a loss to give them, since 
the Governor gives none, and I have no definite information. What 
I might state on this point would necessarily be conclusions of my 
own deduced from the facts and other information in my possession. 
Some of the information I have consists not only of facts but in 
some measure of the conclusions of others deduced from those facts. 
It is proper, therefore, I conclude, that I should give the facts 
and let each one derive his own conclusions as to the "reasons" 
which led Governor MILLER to take this action in the matter. 
Without any knowledge on the part of L.L. FORD’S family or 
friends that he was in trouble, in the latter part of December, 
1879, he was tried and convicted by a jury of Crittenden county, 


Ark., under the charge of being in some manner implicated in the 
murder of John BROADWAY, who lived near the Mississippi river in 
Crittenden county. He was sentenced to be hung on the 27th of 
Feb., 1880. The case was taken by appeal to the Supreme Court at 
Little Rock. Some time in the month of January last his family 
learned of the situation. His father, in much distress, came to 
see me and ask advice as to what should be done. I at once wrote 


to Messrs. FRIERSON & WHITSELL, attorneys at Marion, (who as I was 
informed, appeared on the trial in FORD’S defence.) for information 
and especially for any facts that might have been adduced on the 
trial showing FORD to be guilty. They replied, giving a brief 
history of the trial, Stating in substance that he was convicted on 
the evidence of John POTTER, the accomplice, almost wholly 
uncorroborated; that they were taken wholly by surprise by the 
introduction of POTTER as a witness; that they had no notice or 
warning that it would be done and that they announced ready, 
believing and with every reason to know that there was no evidence 
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against FORD,and that FORD would necessarily be at once discharged; 
that after they had announced ready to go into FORD’S trial the 
Attorney-General entered a *nolle prosequi’ as to POTTER and put 
him on the stand, when he gave in his evidence implicating FORD, 
which resulted in his conviction by the jury composed in part of 
colored and in part of white men. POTTER heard the testimony of 


the other witnesses and was not put under the rule. After this and 
before the trial POTTER told the lawyers defending him that he knew 
nothing against FORD in the matter. I then wrote several letters 
to FORD to which he promptly replied. He averred most solemnly and 
in the strongest terms his innocence, That he had nothing to do 
with the crime and knew nothing about it. I then wrote a@ series of 
interrogatories, the most searching I could frame, as to his 


whereabouts at the hour when the crime was said to have been 
committed, where he was each hour in the day, where he ate supper, 
when and with whom, when he went to bed, with whom he slept &c. 
The questions were promptly and satisfactorily answered. I now 
became convinced that he was innocent, and began to get everything 
ready to have him receive proper defense before the Supreme Court. 
I wrote to Messrs. FRIERSON & WHITSELL to inform me when the case 


would come on for hearing in the Supreme Court. He answered it 
would be heard in June. I began to get ready to go to Arkansas 
after our April term of Court, To my surprise on March 30, I 


received intelligence that the case had been disposed of by the 
Supreme Court in Feb., by affirming the judgment below and that the 
Governor had fixed the day of his execution for the 16th of April. 
I at once, in the name of HOLMAN & HOLMAN, addressed a 
communication to Gov. MARKS setting forth the facts and asked him 
to request the Governor of Ark. to pardon respite, or commute the 
sentence-do something to stay proceedings till proper investigation 
could be had. Gov. MARKS promptly endorsed the communication in 
the strongest and most emphatic terms-asked the Gov. of Ark. to 
grant the request and showed that nothing could be lost but all 
gained by delay. The family and friends of FORD became greatly 
moved at this unexpected news from the Supreme Court of Ark. and 
the near approach of the day of execution. Petitions were 
circulated and our people freely signed them. Some of our citizens 
wrote letters to their friends in Little Rock. On the 9th of Apr. 
I started for Little Rock; Gov. MARKS met me at the depot in 
Nashville with another communication to Gov. MILLER urging 
favorable action. At Memphis I was furnished with a great number 
of letters from leading citizens urging the necessity of Executive 
clemency. Col. J.M. KEATING of The Appeal wrote a most excellent 


letter which was not only strong but very touching. I prevailed on 
Col. O.P. LYLES, a lawyer of ability and a personal friend of the 
Gov. to accompany me to Little Rock. After presenting our papers 


and making statement of certain facts not shown by the papers, the 
Gov. read us a most affecting letter from a lady in FORD’S behalf. 
Though an entire stranger and she had never seen him but the one 
time in jail, she was positive that he was innocent. She 
said,"Gov., no man who looks as he does and talks as he does can be 
guilty." She gave the substance of the conversation, tried to 
detect guilt but could find none and was thoroughly convinced of 
his innocence, tt would have been difficult for any one to have 
read the letter without Shedding tears. After some further 
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conversation the Gov. said to us in substance: "With all these 
facts before me, if I should permit him to be executed now I would 
feel like I was his murderer!" Said he would respite the sentence 
till after the trial of HURRY and JEFFRIES at Osceola, Miss. county 
Ark., in May. It was determined to be improper to execute FORD 
under the facts of the case till after they were tried, for it 
might turn out that they would be cleared, and if so it was 
concluded that they could not be innocent and FORD guilty. The 
Gov. suggested that he would respite till the 28th of May. By that 
time the trial of HUEY and JEFFRIES would have taken place and we 
would know the result and developments of that trial. We suggested 
to him that it would be better to give further time, reminding him 
that we wished to make a thorough investigation of the case, and 
that it would be better to give us more time than would intervene 
between the trial at Osceola and the 28th of May. The Gov. replied 
in substance that "this made no difference, he would give us more 


time if it was necessary." I procured a certified copy of the 
opinion of the Supreme Court in the case, the Gov. delivered us the 
respite and we hastened to Marion, Ark., to stop the execution of 


the sentence. We delivered it to the Sheriff on the 13th of April. 
He said he was glad to see it for he was on his way to Memphis then 


to get the burial clothes. I then found that POTTER, the 
accomplice, had run away and could no where be found. ‘His wife and 
step-daughter, who still remained in Marion, could or would give no 
account of him. Col. FRIERSON and myself called to see these 
women. We asked them a number of questions. They would answer 
nothing. "Don’t know," is the substance of every answer, as if 


they had been instructed thus to answer. I soon found that POTTER 
had confessed to a number of people since the trial that FORD was 
not guilty, and that he told the story implicating him to get out 
of the scrape himself. This I proved by some half dozen witnesses 
of good character, which was certified to by several prominent 
citizens at and near Marion. I then reviewed the evidence found in 
the record on which he _ was tried, and showed, as I think 
conclusively, from that record that FORD was not guilty. If POTTER 
or DANIELS either told any truth, then FORD, could not have been 
guilty. POTTER’S confession that FORD was not guilty did not make 
the fact any more patent to my mind than the evidence on which he 
was tried and convicted made it. A copy of the "review" was 
furnished to Gov. MILLER as well as to Judge EAKIN and other 
officials. Some 400 or 500 copies were distributed among the 
people, that they might not be ignorant of the real facts on which 
he was convicted, The petitions attesting the good character of 
FORD and family and praying for his pardon were printed and 
circulated through out Crittenden county, that the people might 
know who he was and that he was no felon as might be supposed by 
those who were strangers to him. A great reaction in his favor in 
Crittenden county seemed to set in, and as I am informed, some 600 
or 700 citizens of the county petitioned the Gov. to exercise 


executive clemency. Several hundred additional petitioners from 
Lincoln and Moore prayed the Gov. for executive clemency. A 
numerously signed petition from Saline county, I1ll., was also sent. 


Memphis seemed to be a unit in desiring his pardon and a 
considerable number of her leading men worked actively and 
energetically in his behalf. The newspapers in Memphis and other 
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places in Tenn., as well as some in Ark., plead earnestly and urged 
executive clemency. When the real facts became known, everybody 
seemed to become satisfied that FORD would be pardoned. JEFFRIES 
made his escape from jail in Marion on the night of the 14th of 
April. HUEY demanded his trial at Osceola the first week in May. 
His counsel urged that he be tried. The state continued the case 
on account of the absence of POTTER, until the November term of 
Court. The papers were all gotten up to be presented to the Gov. 
on or before the 20th day of May. 

It was believed that, taking all the evidence together showing 
his innocence of the crime, the want of proper evidence to convict, 


his good character, and the overwhelming desire of the best 
citizens everywhere that he should be relieved, that a full and 
unconditional pardon should be granted him. I do not believe nor 


did I confer with any one who believed the Gov. under the facts 
would permit him to be executed; certainly none who thought he 
would allow him executed before HUEY was tried. It was supposed by 
some that his sentence might be again respited till after HUEY was 
tried, by others that his punishment might be commuted to 
imprisonment in the penitentiary till after the present exciting 
contest for Gov. of Ark. was over. 

I never did hear any persons outside of Crittenden county say 
that they thought FORD should be executed. On the contrary almost 
everybody seemed to be a unit in favor of executive clemency in 
some form. Most generally they express themselves in favor of an 
immediate and full pardon and almost always in earnest and strong 
language, about as expressed by an editorial in the Memphis Appeal 
of Apr. 29th, and the Independent Arkansian a few days afterward. 
The most of those in Crittenden county whom I heard contending that 
FORD should be executed were not white people but negroes, who did 
not care to argue whether FORD was guilty or innocent, but 
contended that as several of their own color had been recently hung 
in the county the white man ought to hang too, that to hang the 
colored people when they were convicted and not to hand the whites 
when they were convicted was making a distinction in the two races 


that was not right. IT tried without much avail to impress them 
that they had misconceived the whole matter, and that it was not 
making a question of "color," but of "guilt or innocence." I did 


meet a few of the colored people who admitted they believed FORD 
innocent and should be pardoned. 

On the 17th of May I sent a communication to the Gov. calling 
his attention to the strong points in the case, presenting s 
summary of all the leading facts made by FORD’S friends-and stating 
in conclusion I thought the evidence was conclusive, but if for any 
reason the case, in his opinion, was not satisfactorily made out 
for executive clemency to grant another respite and if he made a 
condition precedent that we should designate the guilty parties-the 
parties who really killed BROADWAY-furnishing evidence positive and 
circumstantial sufficient to convict, we would undertake it rather 
than let FORD, an innocent man, to suffer; though I, perhaps, did 
concede that this onerous condition on us, who were only striving 
to relieve FORD of his trouble and had no desire to intermeddle 
further than we were concerned in the affairs of another state. 

I have the letter of W.J. JOBLIN, Sec. of the Gov.. dated May 
20, acknowledging the receipt of this letter. Col. O.P. LYLES and 
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J.W. MOORES, of Memphis, agreed to go to Little Rock and present 
all the papers. MOORES being an old Lincoln county man, having 
gone to school with FORD’S father, and served as a faithful 
Confederate soldier in the same army, having been raised and 
educated in the same neighborhood, being well acquainted with FORD 
and family and knowing the high character and Standing of the 
hundreds of Lincoln county petitioners, many of whom he knew 
personally, I deemed it quite proper that he should accompany Col. 
LYLES, which he readily agreed to do. A more sincere, earnest man 
I have never seen than Col. Jas. W. MOORES, well known here, also 
by the people of Memphis and by many in Ark.; he stood deservedly 
high with all. They, LYLES and MOORES, telegraphed to the Gov. 
several days in succession stating the business they wished to see 
him on and to know when they could see him at his office; his 
secretary answered these several telegrams stating the Gov. was not 
in and he did not know where he was or when he would be in. On the 
23rd of May they went to Little Rock. The Gov. had not still 
arrived, and they could not learn from his secretary anything 
whatever of his whereabouts. In the meantime Col. S.W. FORDYCE, 
formerly of Ala., but now of Hot Springs, and Maj. Sam’l H. 
WHITTHORNE, formerly of this State but now of Ark., reached Little 
Rock anxious to see the Gov. and prevail on him to exercise 
executive clemency. They joined their efforts to those of LYLES 
and MOORES. Telegrams were sent in every direction where there was 
a faint suspicion he might be, but still no tidings of him came. 
In the meantime his continued absence under the circumstances, and 
considering he high and responsible duty devolving on him which 
could be properly performed only at his office in Little Rock, and 
the near approach of the day of execution cause a feverish anxiety 
and no little concern to pervade all classes of the citizens of 


Little Rock. A number of the leading citizens and most prominent 
officials went to the executive office and requested to see the 
papers. On being shown them, so plain was the case to all that 
they became greatly excited and again industriously sought the 
Gov.’s whereabouts, but in vain, The personal friends of Gov. 
MILLER then went to his Private Sec. and son-in-law, W.J. JOBLIN, 
and "begged him for the sake of the Gov. to grant a respite." It 


was then thought by many that it would be proper for the Pres. of 
the senate, who resided at Little Rock, in the absence of the Gov. 
to extend the clemency prayed for. That officer was willing to do 
so, but as he understood the law, he did not have the power unless 
"the Gov. was absent from the State," and as the Gov. was 
understood to be somewhere in the state (though nobody knew where) 
he did not feel authorized to act in the premises. Again the 
Private Sec.. was besieged by numerous earnest and anxious people 
to grant a respite, if but a short one, so that the Gov. would have 
the opportunity at his office to hear and examine the whole case 
thoroughly and do right with a full understanding of all the facts. 
The pressure was so great at one time that it was understood he had 
yielded and that the respite would be granted. Just about this 
time, it being on the night of the 26th of May, my solicitude being 
very great I telegraphed to MOORES & LYLES to know the status of 
the case. Between 9 and 10 o’clock p.m. I received the following 
telegram in reply: "Have every reason to expect Gov. in morning. 
Judges and everybody enlisted in our cause and expect to succeed, 
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though the Gov. don’t arrive." I felt confident then that all 
would be right and my solicitude was much relieved. I received no 
other dispatch till about 9 o’clock on the morning of the 28th when 
the following was handed me": "Little Rock, Ark. May 28th, 1880 - 
Had hopes till last night. Gov. flatly refuses respite. Signed, 
O.P. LYLE." I cannot describe my feelings at this juncture. It 
pierced my heart more keenly than anything I have ever felt, 
FORD’S life trembled in the balance and was nearly gone. I rushed 
to the telegraph office to communicate with the Gov., believing him 
then to be at Little Rock. Hurriedly I sent a message to him 
begging and praying in the name of God, innocence, humanity and all 
that was sacred to save FORD’S life. I then dispatched LYLES to 
work! then I dispatched Gov. MARKS to telegraph the Gov. to save 
FORD’S life. Gov. MARKS had gone to Tullahoma, but his Adjt. Gen. 
W.W. ESTILL repeated him the message and at once he telegraphed the 
strongest and most urgent request that he spare FORD’S life. I 
then telegraphed FORDYCE and WHITTHORNE to work! By this time a 
reply came from JOBLIN, Private Sec. in these words: "Gov. 
telegraphed LYLE final answer last night. Have just received 
dispatch that Gov. left Batesville for home this morning. Can not 
get your dispatch to him." I then received from O.P. LYLE the 
following dispatch in answer to mine: "Last night the Attorney- 
General and prominent citizens and lawyers appealed to Gov., but no 
avail. FORD must die!” I then received the following telegram 
from MOORES, at Memphis, where he had gone to receive the pardon or 
respite, should it be granted, and forward to Marion, Ark., twelve 
miles distant. The Sheriff had been requested to wait till the 
last moment before executing FORD, and he complied with the 
request. MOORES dispatch as follows: "Came last night. LYLE 
remains to see if the skulking Gov. will turn up. Everybody, 
including political friends of MILLER, disapprove of this hiding 
out for ten days. I write you fully." I replied to MOORES’ 
dispatch, and he answered as follows: "We did all mortal men could 
do. Gov. gone ten days. Sec. refused to tell whereabouts." Just 
after 9 o’clock Friday night I received from MOORES the following 
telegram: "FORD died declaring his innocence. Expressed himself as 
ready and willing to die. Wants his remains sent home. Shall I do 
it? Answer at once." I at once answered, requesting him to 
forward the body, which he has done. It will reach Fayetteville 
this (Monday) evening....I can only say as a fact that he (Gov. 
MILLER) has framed the sentence of his own condemnation. FORD’S 
spirit, like Banquo’s ghost, will not down at his bidding. And in 
the "darkness and silence of night, when all praying eyes are 


closed in sleep." Conscience with unblinking eye, with steady 
unmoving finger, pointing at Wm. R. MILLER with a voice that can 
never be stilled, will ever answer aloud as one of old - "THOU ART 
THE MAN!"

"indignation meeting" of the citizens of LCT that L.L. FORD was son 


of "our fellow citizen, T.W. FORD....sympathy was given to FORD’S 
mother, father, aged grandmother, brother and Sister."
